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ufual,  though  her  frrength  is  confiderably  diminished  : she 
has  noi  power  now  to  move  her  legs  without  afiiftance, 
and  all  the  parts  of  her  body  below  the  hips  appear  to  her 
as  if  they  were  dead. 

She  has  for  fome  time  pad  discontinued  the  ufe  of 
moiftened  rag,  which  she  used  to  wipe  her  mouth  with, 
as  she  nevei  fe^ls  .any  occafion  for  it.  Her  mouth  has 
always  a fiiificiency  of  saliva  to  keep  it  in  a proper  ftate 
of  moifture,  but  never  fo  much  as  to  occafion  her  to- 
fvvallow. 

She  cannot  endure  people  in  the  room  who  have  taken 
the  fmalleft  quantity  of  malt  or  spiritous  liquors;  the 
fumes  of  their  breath  affe£t  her  in  such  a manner,  as  to 
caufe  a giedinefs  in  her  head  like  that  felt  by  a perlon  in 
liquor,  attended  with  violent  ficknefs  and  ’ duel's  \ ye^  t e 
fumes  of  smoaking  tobacco  do  not  in  the  lead  affect  her. 

• Thus  it  appears,  that  she  has  not  taken  the  lead  parti- 
cle of  folidfood  fince  June  1807,  nor  any  kind  of  liquids 
fince  October  1808. 

Thefe  are  alttthe  particulars  that  are  worthy  of  notice, 
from  the  beginning  to  the  prefent  period  of  her  exiftence.
